PHILADELPHIA, April 26 (AP). 
—Detectives rounded up 13 more 
men and women today in an insur- 
ance-murder poison ring investiga- 
tion and held three of them on 
homicide charges. 

While investigators questioned 
these new figures in the case, Po- 
lice Captain James A. Kelly an- 
nounced “one of the three big 
shots” in the ring had been arrest- 
ed in New York and was held by 
immigration authoirties. He named 
the man and said he would be 
brought here for trial. 

After hours of night sessions the 

investigators described how the four- 
state ring and its customers pois- 
oned victims to collect insurance 
money under the leadership of a 
middle-aged man who practiced 
witchcraft and was known as “The 
Rabbi.” He is still free. 4 
Indications that the plot may 
have taken 75 lives in the last 10 
years have been found by investiga- 
tors.

Woman Ring’s Secrets. 
Néw’ developments fn the inves- 
|tigation came rapidly after Mrs.

Mrs. Josephine Romaldo, 41 years 
old, who Assistant District Attor- 
ney Vincent P. McDevitt said con- 
fessed poisoning her husband, 
Mrs. Agnes Mantiuk, 36, widow 
of a barber the State charges was 
poisoned. 

Emilio Micelli, 30, accused of im- 
personating a poison victim to ob- 
tain insurance on the other man's 
life. 

Police detained at least 10 other 
persons for questioning. 

Micelli, accused of being an ac- 
cessory in the death of Giuseppe 
Di Martino, collapsed during ques- 
tioning but was revived. 

“It will be at least a month be- 
fore even the bare outlines of this 
case are clear,” one detective said. 
“We haven't even begun to think 
of preparing the prosecution yet.” 

How the Ring Operated. 
Another officer gave this descrip- 
tion of the ring’s. operations in 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, New Jer- 
sey and New York: 

“When members of the ring 
learned of a-~woman they thought 
might be interested in collecting 
insurance on the life of her hus- 
band, they would send an agent to 
see her. 

“The agent would talk around 
the subject. Sometimes they would 
make love to the wife and suggest 
getting rid of the husband so they 
might be married. 

“Tf they succeeded, they would 
point out that there should be a 
business arrangement. The women 
always did the actual poisoning. 
The contact man would say that 
he could get the necessary poison 
from a second party. The second 
party—or brains—would look into 
the insurance angle. 

“If the policy was over $1000, the 
ring would take a flat charge of 
$300 and 10 per cent of everything 
over the remaining $700 that would 
go to the wife from the first $1000. 
“In instances where the wife was 
unwilling or afraid to go through 
with the poisoning, she would intro- 
duce a member of the ring to her 
husband and the man would invite 
the husband out to dine frequently. 
Then he would put poison in the 
food. 

“We have found no cases so far 
in which husbands poisoned wives. 
“The general rule was that the 
wives had to do their own killing.” 
Virtually all of the known victims 
were originally believed to have 
died of pneumonia. The poison 
used by the ring’ gives similar 
symptoms.

Jules Brinkman of St. Louis, who 
acted as chairman of the commit- 
tee after Lauf walked out, report- 
ed the bill to the House this morn- 
ing, Representative William H. Laf- 
ferty of Kansas City, a Pender- 
gast leader and caucus chairman 
of the House, called a caucus. 

It was agreed in the caucus that 
Brinkman would withdraw his re- 
port, that the bill go back to the 
committee with dire¢tions that a 
meeting be held a 8 o’clock tonight 
to act on it. 

As the situation now is, a ma- 
jority of the committee is on rec- 
ord for a favorable report on the 
bill, and it is expected it will be 
reported tonight without any ques- 
tion as to the Jegality of the com- 
mittee proceedings. 


G. O. P. Supports Stark. 
Before the committee convened 
last night Barak T. Mattingly, Re- 
publican State Committee chair- 
man, in a formal statement threw 
the support of the entire Republic- 
an State organization behind Gov.

Win on Decision Despite 
Fight by Opposition —

LONDON, April 26 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Chamberlain, in a state- 
ment timed to precede Chancellor 
Hitler’s address in Berlin Friday, 
announced to Parliament today 
that around 310,000 men between 
the ages of 20 and 21 years will be 
compelled to train annually for the 
British Army.

Fewer Than 310,000 a Year. 

Chamberlain estimated the num- 
ber of 20-year-old youths liable to 
conscription at 310,000 a year, but 
added there would be “deductions 
which will reduce the figure very 
considerably.” He used the phrase 
“all men between the ages of 20 
and 21.” 
An official spokesman said it 
would apply to all able-bodied 
males “between their twentieth and 
twenty-first birthdays.” Belief was 
expressed that calling this age 
group would cause less dislocation 
to the national life than any other. 
After Chamberlain’s statement 
there was talk in Parliament lob- 
bies of changes in the Cabinet. 
Some believed the basis of the Gov- 
ernment might be widened. 


Labor to Oppose Bill. 


Chamberlain said he would in- 
troduce a bill next week to put . 
conscription into force, and the op- 
position Labor party announced 
immediately it would fight the 
bill. 

It was generally believed, how- 
ever, that Chamberlain would have 
no trouble in getting it passed. 
Chamberlain prefaced his con- 
scription announcement with a 
promise to introduce a “no war 
profits” bill. 

He said British envoys to Ger- 
many, Italy, the United States, Brit- 
ish allies and the dominions had 
been instructed to inform the gov- 
ernments to which they were ac- 
credited of the conscription pro- 
gram. 

Chamberlain brushed aside pre- 
vious promises not to enforce mil- 
itary service in peacetime by say- 
ing, “We are not now at war... 
but no one can pretend that this 
is peacetime in any sense in which 
the word can be fairly used.” 

He also announced that it would 
be necessary to call up “certain 
territorial and non-regular. air 
force personnel” to reinforce the 
nation’s anti-aircraft defense dur- 
ing the present period of tension 
“which may last for a considerable 
length of time.”

Main Features of Bill. 
On the other hand, they can be 
extended after three years for a 
year at a time, but only after an 
affirmative resolution has been 
passed by both houses of Parlia- 
ment. I anticipate that the mili- 
tary training bill will be intro- 
duced next week and I do not, 
therefore, propose to enter upon 
any account of its details. I will, 
howéver, inform the House of its 
main features, which are: 
First, power to call up for mili- 
tary training all men between the 
ages of 20 and 21. 
Second, training to be given in 
this country only unless war breaks 
out when liability to serve abroad 
would apply to all alike, whether 
already called up or not. 
Third, men to be called up will 
receive six months’ training and at 
the end of that period they will be 
discharged and given opportunity, 
if there is a vacancy, of entering 
the territorial army for three and 
one half years, during which time 
they will be called upon to fulfil 
normal obligations of a territorial 
soldier; namely a fixed number of 
drills a year and a period in camp. 
If they do not exercise the option, 
they will pass to the special re- 
serve of the regular army. 
Arrangements will be made _ to 
cover cases of men who, before 
reaching the age of 20, enter auxil- 
iary arms of the Royal Navy or 
Royal Air Force where they would 
undergo comparable periods of 
training. 
Fourth, provision will be made 
whereby individuals, when good 
cause is shown, may anticipate or 
postpone for a specified period the 
date of their calling up so far as 
national interests permit, 
Fifth, provision will be made for 
exemption by the tribunal of con- 
scientious objectors, on condition 
they undertake work of national 
importance. 

Conscription of Wealth. 

Introduction of this measure 
leaves the voluntary system as the 
basis of the three defense services. 

The voluntary principle will con- 
tinue for recruitment for the Royal 
Navy, the regular army, the regu- 
lar and the ronregular Royal Air 
Force and territorials, as well as 
for all branches of civil defense. It 
is of the utmost importance that 
regular and auxiliary forces should 
be maintained at full strength. 

I will now mention another mat- 
ter which has frequently been re- 
ferred to in the course of discus- 
sions on the subject of compulsory 
military service—namely, what is 
sometimes called “conscription of 
wealth.” Wealth is, of course very 
largely “conscripted” alread y—in- 
come tax, surtax and estate duties 
are at a high level. All have been 
increased year after year. Further 
increases in surtax and = estate 
duties have just been announced. 
We intend to take further steps to 
limit profits of firms mainly en- 
gaged on the rearmament pro- 
gram, and necessary legislation will 
be introduced at an early date. 

Already departments exercise the 
greatest possible care in fixing 
prices, to insure that only reason- 
able profits are made: but experi- 
ence shows the difficulty of provid- 
ing for all possible contingencies be- 
forehand, and in the case of estab- 
lishments, I have indicated it is 
felt that definite limitation of prof- 
‘its is the only method of achieving 
the desired object with certainty. 

There is another aspect of this 
question which has to do with con- 
ditions during war, if war should 
ever come. I wish to make it clear 
that in the opinion of His Majesty’s 
Government, the time when the 
country is engaged in a major war 
is not a time when individuals 
should be increasing their fortunes 
out of conditions which war cre- 
ates. It is their intention, there- 
fore, that if such a war broke Out, 
legislation should be enacted which 
would impose special penalties on 
profiteering and would provide that

LONDONERS ACCEPT ITALY DELAYS GIVING 


VIEW ON CONSCRIPTION 


Before British Cabinet Acted 
One Paper Referred to 
“Tea at Five.” 


ROME, April 26 (AP).—A united 
Rome-Berlin reaction to British 
plans for compulsory military serv- 
ice was foreshadowed today. 

The lack of reaction in early

||Walter Slater Admits Tak- 


ing ‘Salesman’s Cases 
Containing Articles Val- 
ued at $25,000. 


Walter Slater, who formerly 
roomed in the 1800 block of South 
Eleventh street, admitted to police 


yesterday that he was the man 
who stole two sample cases contain- 
ing jewelry valued at $25,000 from 
Arthur S. Feiss, St. Louis jewelry 
salesman, in Peoria, Ill., April 13. 
Slater was arrested yesterday in 
River Aux Vases, Mo. in Ste. 
Genevieve County, after police 
learned he had gone there to ctay 
with an uncle. 

About half the stolen jewelry 
was recovered at the home of his 
mother, in the 1800 block of South 
Eighth street; and most of the re- 
mainder from a pool room pro- 
prietor to whom Slater said he had 
sold it for $625. 

Jewels and Guard Gone. 

The jewelry, property of a New 
York firm, was stolen from Feiss 
the day aftér he had hired Slater 
through a Salvation Army employ- 
ment agency to serve as his guard 
for $2.50 a day. Feiss, who lives at 
5657 Waterman venue, said he left 
Slater in his automobile tc watch 
the sample cases while he made a 
business call. and discovered both 
Slater and the jewelry missing 
when he returned a half hour later. 

St. Louis police were asked to 
search for Slater after it was 
learned at the Salvation Army agen- 
cy that he had registered from 
here. Their investigation traced 
him to River Aux Vases, where he 
was arrested by Sheriff Louis Ziég- 
ler and D. H. Lolli, a Peoria detee- 
tive, who went there by plane. Sla\ 


Found in Cigar Boxes. 

After Slater was brought here for 
questioning late yesterday he di- 
rected police to the home of his 
mother, Mrs. Marie Byrd, where 325 
rings of various types—mostly dia- 
monds set in gold or platinum— 
were found in four cigar boxes 
wrapped in a sheet. 

Mrs. Byrd also turned over to po- 
lice a bank book showing she had 
deposited $320 on Monday. Slater 
said he had given her this money, 


‘and also $125 to his wife, after sell- 


ing the rest of the jewelry to the 
proprietor of a poolroom on South 
Broadway. 

The man was arrested and was 
reported by police to have signed a 
statement admitting he purchased 
the jewelry. He took police to the 
home of relatives and turned over 
to them a box wrapped in paper 
which he had hidden under a re- 
frigerator, containing 521 rings, 124 
chains, 32 sets of earrings and other 
mi cellaneous pieces. 

Slater was returned to Peoria 
today, and Mrs. Byrd and the pool- 
room proprietor were held here on 
suspicion of receiving stolen prop- 
erty. Police also arrested a man 
who, they reported, admitted act- 
ing as intermediary between Slater 
and the poolroom proprietor.

Relationship 


Between Children and Democracy; 
Text of His White House Address 


Welfare, 


‘Local Community, Not U.S. or State Govern- 
ment, Focal Point in Program Toward 


He Says. 


WASHINGTON, April 26 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt told the White 
House children’s confermmee today 
that democracy rested not on “ter- 
ritory, financial power, machines or 


armaments” but on the “deep-lying 
satisfaction” of its citizenship. 

The President spoke in the Hast 
Room of the White House to mem- 
bers of the White House Confer- 
ence on Children in a Democracy. 
It was the fourth such conference. 

Secretary of Labor Perkins is 
chairman of the present conference 
and the President is honorary 
chairman. Mrs. Roosevelt is an 
honorary vice-chairman. Member- 
ship includes representatives ap- 
pointed by the Governors of states 
and territories, physicians, econo- 
mists, sociologists, educators, nu- 
tritionists and other experts; rep- 
resentatives of industry, labor, 
farm groups and professional or- 
ganizations, and repesentatives of 
administrative agencies of Govern- 
ment. 

After today’s sessions, the confer- 
ence will break up into subcommit- 
tees for the study of certain phases 
of child life. Early in 1940, mem- 
bers will meet here again to recom- 
mend a 10-year program for meet- 
ing children’s needs. 

The President’s 


address was 
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broadcast to the nation. The text 


follows: 

It is, perhaps, because I hap- 
pened to be born with what may 
be called a “relative mind” and 
because I have sought to cultivate 
that kind of thinking for nearly 
half a century that I think of this 
conference in the first instance in 
terms of the past. 

Child welfare—to use a much 
misused term—did not enter into 
the public conscience of any nation 
until about 100 years ago. And 
we know from reading Dick- 
ens and the literature of his period 
that the well-being of children in 
those early days was principally 
considered from the viewpoint of 
schooling and of crime prevention 
and the ending of physical cruelty 
—all interwoven with the sentimen- 
tality of the good, the ultra-good, 
Victorians. 

As time went on some interest 
came to be taken in’ every nation, 
but still the activities of those who 
sought the bettering of the younger 
generation of the moment viewed 
the problem before them as a prob- 
lem somewhat apart from the rela- 
tionship of the younger generation 
to the broader public weal. 

Time's Slow Changes. 

Even at the time of the first 
children’s conference to assemble 
in the White House under the lead- 
ership of President Theodore 
Roosevelt in 1909, the conditions 
that surrounded child life were dis- 
cussed more in terms of child life 
than in terms of the national com- 
munity. 

This was true to a very great ex- 
tent in the two succeeding White 
House conferences, and it occurs to 
me that this, the fourth conference, 
marks a new and somewhat 
changed era. 

It is still our task to bring to 
bear upon the major problems of 
child life all the wisdom and un- 
derstanding that can be distilled 
from compilations of facts, from 
the institutions of common sense, 
and from professional skill, This 
conference, like the others, is com- 
posed of men and women having a 
broad range of experience and in- 
terest in matters pertaining to the 
welfare of children. It is our pur- 
| pose to review the objectives and 
methods affecting the safety, well- 
being and happiness of the young- 
er generation and their prepara- 
tion for the responsibilities of citi- 
zenship. 

Principal Objective. 

But we have gone one step fur- 
ther. Definitely we are here with 
a principal objective of consider- 
ing the relationship betwéen a 
successful democracy and the 
children who form an _ integral 
part of that democracy. We no 
longer set them apart from democ- 
racy as if they were a segre- 
gated group. They are at one with 
democracy because they are de- 
pendent upon a democracy and 
democracy is dependent on them, 

Our work will not be concluded 
at the end of the day—it will only 
have begun. During the greater 
part of the coming year the mem- 
bers of this conference, represent- 
ing every state in the Union and 
many fields of endeavor, will be 
at work. We shall be testing our 
institutions, and our own convic- 
tions and attitudes of mind as they 
affect our actions as parents and 


nation. 
“Prisoners of Fate.” 

In an address on Pan-American 

day, two weeks ago, I said: “Men 
are not prisoners of fate, but only 
prisoners of their own minds, They 
have within themselves the power 
to become free at any moment.” On 
April 15, in addressing the heads 
of two great states, I stated that 
I refused to believe that the world 
is, of necessity, a prisoner of des- 
tiny. “On the contrary,” I said, “it 
is clear that the leaders of great 
nations have it in their power to 
liberate their people from the dis- 
aster that impends. It is equally 
Clear that in their own minds and 
in their own hearts the peoples 
themselves desire that their fears 
be ended.” 
In providing for the health and 
education of children, for the 
formation of their minds and char- 
acters in ways which are in har- 
mony with the institutions of a 
free society, democracy is training 
its future leaders. The safety of 
democracy therefore depends upon 
the widespread diffusion of oppor- 
tunities for developing those quali- 
ties of mind and character which 
are essential to leadership in our 
modern age. Further, democracy 
is concerned not only with prepa- 
ration for leadership, but also with 
preparation for the discharge of 
the duties of citizenship in the de- 
termination of general policies and 
the selection of those persons who 
are to be entrusted with special 
duties. Beyond this, democrecy 
must inculcate in its children ca- 
pacities for living and assure op- 
portunites for the fulfillment of 
those capacities. 

The success of democratic insti- 
tutions is measured, not by extent 
of territory, financial power, ma- 
chines or armaments, but by the 
desires, the hopes, and the deep- 
lying satisfactions of the individual 
men, women and children who 
make up its citizenship. 

Bridging a Chasm. “ 

We shall be concerned with ways 
in which the broad chasm between 
knowing and doing may be bridged 
We shall be reminding our- 
selves that all the lectures on nu- 
trition will avail nothing unless 
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healthy babies unless the mother 
has access to good medical and 
nursing care when the time for the 
baby’s arrival is at hand. 

We know how to budget a fam- 
ily’s expenditures, we have under- 
taken to preserve home life for 
fatherless or motherless children 
through the joint effort,of the Fed- 
eral Government and the. states. 
We have made great progress in 
the application of money and serv- 
ice to the promotion of maternal 
and child health; the restoration 
of crippled children to normal phys- 
ical condition; the protection of 
neglected children and children in 
danger of becoming delinquent, 
especially in rural areas; and the 
elimination of child labor from in- 
dustries shipping goods in inter- 
state commerce. 

Only a Beginning. 

Yet, after all has been said, only 
a beginning has been made in af- 
fording security to children. In 
many parts of the country we have

It is not enough, however, to con- 
sider what a democratic society 
must provide.

Needs of Childhood.

Our location in the center of the 
United States makes this city a 
logical point for a national cham- 
pionship of any sort. It’s too late 
to go places now, with football 
“bowls” of all descriptions dotting 
the country. But i. is not too 
late to bring the standard of our 
elevens up to the level prevailing 
in other big cities of the country. 

And a C. of C: dinner might 
start the ball rolling in that di- 
rection.

Senate Committee May Revive

WASHINGTON, April 26 (AP).— 
Farm leaders said today that Con- 
gress would vote a $400,000,000 in- 
crease in farm benefits and that 
President Roosevelt would approve 
it. 

Among these was President Ed- 
ward A. O’Neal of the American 


Farm Bureau Federation, who has 
been a supporter of administra- 
tion farm policies. 

“Everybody is for the $250,000,000 
increase for parity payments and 
$150,000,000 additional for crop sur- 
plus removal,” O'Neal said after 
appearing yesterday before a Sen- 
ate Appropriations Subcommittee. 

Mr. Roosevelt has urged Con- 
gress to provide additional revenue 
if it increased farm benefits, and 
Secretary of Agricutlure Wallace 
has favored restoration of process- 
ing taxes if necessary to finance 


payments. 

“If necessary to get these in- 
creases, I beliece cotton and wheat 
farmers would favor a processing 
tax,” O'Neal said. 

Representative 
North Carolina, of the House Agri- 
culture Committee, said, “There is

no hope for the processing tax, and 
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nobody believes that Congress is 
ever going to appropriate more 
money, so that leaves us facing 
price-fixing.” 

The House turned down the $250,- 
000,000 parity item and a $90,000,- 
000 increase for surplus removal 
programs, but the Senate can ré- 
insert the proposals and thus force 
another vote In the House, 

The bill as it passed the House 
provides $500,000,000 for soil con- 
servation payments on major crops 
and $48,000,000 for benefit payments 
to sugar producers.

Lord Lothian, the British Ambassador-Des- 
ignate to the United States, as a Realistic 
Reporter — What He Learned of Public 
Opinion,on a Recent Tour of This Country. 


WASHINGTON, April 26. 

N Lord Lothian, the former 
Philip Kerr, Great Britain will 
have as Ambassador to the Unit- 
ed States a man of fine intellect 
and an extraordinarily keen and 
realistic observer. “As secretary of 
the Rhodes Trust he has had un- 
usual opportunities to know and 
understand American public opin- 
ion and he has made the most of 
them. A journalist at one stage 
of his career, he remains a thor- 
oughly good reporter; he is gregari- 
ous, he knows how to get and sift 
information, and he is able to teil 
what he learns. He is about as 
far from the stuffed-shirt concep- 
tion of a diplomat as one could 
imagine. 

In the early part of this year, 
after a trip to Australia, Lord 
Lothian made one of his numerous 
visits to the - United States and 
toured the country from coast to 
coast. Former Rhodes scholars and 
others of his wide acquaintance 
among newspaper writers, politi- 
cians and university men, helped 
to put him in touch with groups 
—from California to Missouri to 
Washington—representative of all 
shades of opinion on foreign af- 
fairs. 

He proved himself a fascinating 
talker and an equally good listener. 
Soon after his return to England, 
in February, he wrote for the Sun- 
day Observer, of London, a series 
of articles on his observations in 
America, entitled “America After 
‘Munich.’” An admirable survey 
of the state of.

There is little 
doubt, he says, that if this choice 
were eyer presented to the United 
States, “she would decide to main- 
tain, in a new form appropriate to 
her own needs, the control of the 
seas by the democracies as being 
by far the most safe, cheapest and 
most certain road to her own secur- 
ity and the method most likely to 
save her from being drawn into 
world war. But this will not be be- 
cause the United States has now or 
ever will have any intention of un- 
derwriting the British or the 
French empires. She is traditionally 
opposed ..to “imperialism” or the 
political control of one people by 
another. If she acts at all it will 
be because she feels that her own 
vital interests, including her belief 
in democracy, require it, and she 
is far more likely to proceed by the 
method of unilateral declaration of 
policy, involving no commitment to 


of the Monroe Doctrine, than by 
any kind of alliance with or pledge 
to any other country.” 

Again, Lord Lothian sees the pos- 
sibility that the “wave action of 
American public opinion” might 
carry the United States into war 
“if the dictators went far enough 
in outraging and attacking the de- 
mocracies,” but he is prompt to 
add: 

“On the other hand, if American 
sentiment became persuaded that

Air Research Fund Held Up. 

A House-Senate conference com-

Raw Materials Fund Voted. 

The House voted yesterday to au- 

thorize a four-year, $100,000,000 pro- 
gram of purchasing raw materials 
which the nation might need in 
war. ; 
The Senate, having approved a 
$40,000,000 appropriation, probably 
will ask that the two measures be 
sent to conference. 

The House bill calls for the pur- 

chase of as much material as pos- 
sible from domestic sources, but 
sponsors conceded that virtually all 
of the money would be spent in 
foreign markets. 
It would permit the Government 
to buy materials from nations in- 
debted to the United States if they 
would credit the purchase price 
against the principal of the debts, 
and to exchange such material with 
countries needing United . States 
agricultural surpluses. 

The bill is intended to pace the 

way for acquisition of such mate- 
rials as manganese, tungsten, tin 
and rubber, 
The navy ordered today partial 
reopening of its $25,000,000 World 
War ordnance plant at South 
Charleston, W. V., to speed warship 
construction. A small part of the 
long-idle plant, consisting of a few 
heating furnaces installed in one 
building the navy said, will .be 
leased to the Carnegie-Lllinois Steel 
Corporation to accelerate delivery 
of light-weight heat-treated plates. 
The plates are used in construction 
and are not armor plates.

ROOSEVELT URGES [REPEALING OF U. 


NEUTRALITY LAW 
URGED, OPPOSED 


Dorothy Thompson, Col- 
umnist, Wants It Done 
Away With—A.F.L. Fa- 
vors Present Act. 


WASHINGTON, April 26 (AP).— 
Dorothy Thompson, the newspaper 
columnist, suggested today that 
Congress repeal the Neutrality Act 
so that the United States could have 
“the greatest possible freedom of 
action” in troublous times. 

“I don’t think that the present 
neutrality legislation would have 
kept us out of the World War,” 
Miss Thompson told the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee in a hear- 
ing on neutrality proposals. She 
noted that a large part of the world 
was at war again already. 

Previously, Paul Scharrenberg, 
reprsenting the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, testified .in opposi- 
tion to any change in the present 
act. He read a statement approved 
by President William Green of the 


Federation. 

“We do not believe that this is 
the time to make any changes in 
this law for any change might be 
interpreted as a change in our for- 
eign policy,” the witness said. 


Pittman Would Aid China. 


Chairman Pittman, it was dis- 
closed earlier, may revise his neu- 
trality bill to let Americans ship 
supplies to China in case the act 
is invoked in the Chinese-Japanese 
war. 

The present law, which has not 
been applied so far in the unde- 
clared Oriental conflict, forbids 
shipments of munitions to warring 
nations. It permits the President 
to list other supplies to be sold for 
cash and transported in foreign 
ships. 

Pittman’s bill, as drafted, would 
extend the “Gash and carry” plan 
to munitions. Committee witnesses 
have agreed it would benefit na- 
tions controlling the seas in war- 
time—notably Great Britain, France 
and Japan. 

The Chinese proposal which Pitt- 
man is considering is regarded in 
some quarters as an effort to mini- 
mize the effect as far as Japan is 
concerned, Pittman declined ‘to 
comment, but he went over the 
shipping provisions of his bill yes- 
terday with R. Walton Moore, State 
Department counsellor. 


Wants to Help China. 


Pittman’s desire to aid China 
against Japan added to the diffi- 
culties which congressional com- 
mittees have encountered in trying 
to draft neutrality legislation. There 
is strong sentiment in the Senate 
group against specific mention of 
the Far Eastern situation lest it 
bring on a conflict with Japan. 
Discussion has centered on the 
suggestion that an embargo be laid 
on Japan, but Senator Johnson 
(Rep.), California, said it might be 
necessary to back such action with 
military force. 

The Senate committee decided to 
prolong its hearings until May 6, 
although the “cash and carry” por- 
tion of the neutrality law expires 
May 1.

ROOSEVELT POINTS 
TO RED GROSS AD 
GIVEN. NEIGHBOR 


Work ‘Stands Out in Strik- 
ing Contrast to Inhu- 
mane Acts’ in War-Dis- 
turbed World. 


WASHINGTON, April 26 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt asserted yes 
terday the work of the American 
Red Cross stood out in striking con- 
trast to “inhumane acts in a world 
disturbed by war and fear of war.” 

Addressing delegates to the an- 
nual Red Cross convention assem- 
| bled on the White House lawn, the 
President recalled the Red Cross 
relief work in domestic catastro- 


phies, but said the agency also had 
been during its 58 years “excep- 
tionally generous and active in ex- 
tending a helping hand to our dis- 
tressed neighbors.” He cited “gen- 
erous contributions” to distressed 
civilians in Chine and Spain, in aid- 
ing refugees in France, and in as- 
sisting Chilean earthquake  suf- 
ferers. 

“The task before us is enormous,” 
he said. “Our work, by reason of 
its very nature, never is done. Our 
work never can be done while hu- 
Man misery exists. ... We shall 
not fail because we know all Amer- 
ica is with us.’ 

Text of President’s Address. 

The text of the President's ad- 
dress follows: 

“It gives me great pleasure to 
greet here at the White House this 
National Red Cross assemblage and 
to give assurance that no enterprise 
is nearer to my heart than the work 
carried on in behalf of all human- 
ity by this superb organization. 

“As you know, I have had the 
honor of being the president o* the 
Red Cross since 1933—but my in- 
terest in the work dates back to 
my active participation in the Red 
Cross in the trying days of the 
World War. 

“Although ours Is a semi-govern- 
mental agency, it draws support 
from the people as a whole.

Suppose, then, that Congress takes 
the opposite line and revises the 
law so that supplies will not be sold 
to “the aggressor.”

We are, no matter what we do, 
in a position where no one will re- 
gard the action of Congress as neu- 
tral, where every one will see that 
it favors one nation at the expense 
of another.

This is much the safest course, 
ithe most easily defensible, the most 
‘consistent with the sentiments and 
ithe interest of the American peo- 
ple. If we return to international 
law, we do not have to intervene in 
the Far East by changing our pol- 
icy in the middle of the war. 

We do not have to challenge Ja- 
pan at a time when Japan is inevit- 
ably in a desperate mood. We shall 
be able to take the neutral position 
which is that Japan and China may 
buy supplies here in accordance 
with Articles VII and VIII of the 
Hague Convention of 1907 “on the 
Rights and Duties of Neutral 
Powers.”

“sooner or later conditions arise 
in which peaceful and peace-loving 
nations prefer armed defense to 
subjection and slavery.” 

Hull said that economic self-suf- 
ficiency was a fallacy whose price 
was “a disastrous decline in the 
level of satisfaction of a people’s 
wants.”

U. S. CLOSES DOOR 
TO MORE GERMAN 
JEWISH ‘VISITORS’ 


Permits Those Already Here to 
Stay, but Others Are Barred 
as They Have No Home. 


WASHINGTON, April 26 (AP).— 
The United States has closed its 
doors to further Jewish visitors 
from Germany, but it is still pro- 


viding a haven for many who came 
here as visitors in recent years and 
never departed. 

The issuance of visitors’ visas to 
Germans, whose passports show 
that they are Jews, has been dis- 
continued, State Department of- 
ficials said today, because they 
would be unable to go back to Ger- 
many. 

One general rule, they explained, 
is that a prospective visitor must 
have a residence to which he can 
return. This is no longer true as to 
Jews leaving Germany, it was point- 
ed out. 

James L. Houghteling, Commis- 
sioner of Immigration, disclosed 
that 5779 Germans and Austrians 
who had come through Ellis Island 


as visitors since July 1, 1934, were 
‘still in this .country under valid 
‘visas or extensions of them. Of 


‘this number, 833 were listed as 
Jews. 
These people came into the 


United States under the law permit- 
ting visits for pleasure or for the 
transaction of international busi- 
ness. They were in addition to 
the immigrants, whose numbers are 
limited by quotas. There is no 
limit to the number of extensions 
that may be granted to visitors. 
Visitors are forbidden by law to 
work in this country for pay, and 
anyone who does so may be de- 
ported.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. April 26 
(AP).—The political rise and de- 
cline of Angelo (Bossie) Nigro, now 
in jail on a Federal indictment 
charging him with wholesaling nar- 
cotics for a widespread ring, wus 
related today by the Kansas City 
Star. 


Nigro was disclosed yesterday to 
have been on the city payroll at 
$2296 a year as a sanitary inspector, 
until] last Feb. 1. Otto C. Murphy, 
commissioner of the sanitation and 
inspection division of the Health 
Department, said Nigro did not 
work in the more than two years 
he was listed as a city employe. 

Nigro entrenched himself as a 
henchman in the Democratic do- 
main of Gil P. Bourk in the sec- 
ond and parts of the third and 
fourth wards. 

“The combination in the fall elec- 
tion of 1936 turned out to be the 
most fruitful vote-producing unit in 
the whole Democratic organiza- 
tion,” the Star said. “In the gen- 
eral registration preceding the 1936 
election it turned in 23,000 regis- 
tered voters, which happened to be 
more voters than there were men, 
women and children in the district.” 

The permanent registration law 
was placed in operation December, 
1937. On Dec. 20 about 20,000 ap- 
plications to register were filed 
from the Second Ward. 

The Star says: “Assistant elec- 
tion commissioners uncovered thou- 
sands of ghosts among them.

Of course Sonja Henie’s marvelous, 
but,” she looked reflective, “I think 
movie stars lead an awfully hard 
life, don’t you?” 

To the comment that skating did 
not strike the average idier as a 
snap either, she made quick denials. 


“Skating’s not hard work at all, 


‘not even the five shows a day we'll 
‘do at the fair. 


But,” she added 
laughingly, “I thought it was when 
skating. You see, I 
want to learn to skate at 
It was my father’s idea. He 
liked to skate and wanted me and 
my sister, May Rose, to learn. But 


didn’t 


I’d been taking ballet lessons and 
I was going to get a ir of toe 
shoes and all I could think about 
was my.toe slippers. We went out 
in the park just the same and [ 
tried to skate on hockey skates. 
My ankles were so weak that I 
didn’t get along at all and after 
two or three times I was ready to 
give up. 

“My father wouldn’t let us stop, 
though, and Christmas week he 
took us to the Winter Garden, and 
it was there I saw my first figure 
skaters. They were so graceful 
that we begged to learn figure 
skating. After that, skating was 
thrilling,” said Jeanne, employing 
her favorite word, “so instead of 
toe shoes I got figure skates.” 

On figure skates, which are 
closer to the ground than hockeys 
and allow less room for weak an- 
kles to turn, Jeanne progressed 
rapidly. All the Schultes, down to 
4-year-old Joy Ann, became mem- 
bers of the Figure Skating Club, 
and in 1931 Jeanne made her debut 
before an audience of 14,000 at the 
Silver Skates Carnival. In 1932 
she skated a solo «xhibition in the 
world’s professional speed skating 
championship, and won a medal 
the same year skating at the A. 
A. VU. post-Olympic skating meet. 
In 1934, she and Ollie Haupt, her 
partner, came second in the nation- 
al junior pair competition, held at 
Philadelphia, and the next year 
won first in the same competition, 
held at New Haven. Jeanne was 
14 and Ollie 16 at the time, the 
youngest ever to win any national 
championship in any country. 

The team of Schulte and Haupt 
were also the only figure skaters 
from this part of the country to be 
chosen for the tryouts for the 1936 
Olympics. While only praise was 
given their accomplished skating, 
because of their youth they were 
not chosen for the team. - 

“My mother was relieved about 
that” Jeanne commented. “She 
started worrying about the ocean 
trip before we even tried out. I 
wasn't so disappointed myself, be- 
cause it had been an honor just 
to try out.”
